3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to show the specific membrane header geometry. Applicant's filed 
terminal disclaimed and English language translation of the foreign priority documents 
effectively overcomes the outstanding rejections. Furthermore, the previously applied 
art was discussed in the Amendment filed 6/24/2009 and it was established that the 
prior art did not show the required features.
